Tre electric fice of the litefocce is taken bp the Dntvacd Breath but then must be stored and not 
wasted. The Human bodp is similar to an electrical battecp and just as with a battery, the cells 
can leak alway the charge ober time. 0, too, can the battecy be subdbdenlp bdeained, shorted out. 
GWihat is important to understand is that thece is a direct telationship between the pbpsical, 
mental and emotional state and the enecap capaity of the body from moment to moment. 


Through the centucies of Human cibilisation different elements of the techniques of Bampirism 
habe been passed to mortal candidates to suit the purposes of Those THbo Habe Risen. In the 
last centucp THebster Cdgerlp was one such human tuho became fascinated with the fact that so 
manp of the world's Leaders in politics, literature, theater possessed such an abundance of bitality, 
Be, as habe others, discovered “the seccet of their greatness." Bet tbat Cdgerly uncovered was 
onlp palt of the essence of Bantpicism. Be discovered that an ocbinarpy human able to conserve 
the lifeforce of fis ot bobp twill build up reserves of power that twill produce a wide range of 
beneficial effects. 


He twrote, “Without instruction of anp kind, the habits of living, and habits of using the powers, 
taill cesult in the appearance of this gift. We babe talked ith many such men and women. 
Some of them have been knotm to us theough a course of pears. THe have made a tery large 
collection of Little histories cobering such cages, go that tue habe been able to get at the basic facts 
that underlie the acquisition of this power." 


THith permission, he published these deductions in 1873 and suddenly found himself drawing the 
attention of some of the most famous men and women of hig time to include William Gladstone, 
the prime minister of Great Britain, €owin Booth, titled the "Prince of Players" and one of 
histocp's finest actors, Alexander Melville Bell, speech expect and father of the inberttoc of the 
telephone, Hencp Ward Beecher, famous orator and minister, and Balph alto Emerson, to 
name just a feo. As pou map surmise, be was being used bp the Wemple but, please remember, 
"St is better to be used than to be useless." 


Gthecs in different times and other climes habe been shot elements of the techniques of 
Pampicism. Some care few humans have independently deduced much of these seccets and ther 
been Huctiedly ushered into the presence of the Undead ta ensure cooperation while others, less 
pliable, abruptly banished from the tace of the earth forever. These impure traces of Pamopiric 
truth can fe found in twisted tocm within certain pogas of India (though ignored bp the great 
spstemist Patarjali), the tantra traditions, the Tanist magical practices, and within the mobements 
of manp dance forms from Malaysia and Polynesia to the shaman's prancing gprations. Jn 
mobert times the flo of deductions babe abalanched with such names as Reich, Nocdstram, 
Sheldrake and Einstein coming to mind. thers habe voiced theic fnotwledge moce openly as 
then #apoleon stated toben first seeing a boltaic battery, "Behold the image of life: The spinal 
tolumn is the pile, and it is between the positite and negative poles." 


Conserbing the gathered lifeforce is tital to personal accumulation not only for personal 
development at the mortal Lebel, but alsa as the meang to habe an attractive offering for the €lder 
Gods. €dgeclp was remarkable in that his focus teas almost enticelp on preserbing the pool of 
lifetocce natucallp developed and aboiding needless taste. As he torate, "HE all losses from 
leakage could be stopped, nothing more twould te cequiced. Whe training and stubp could cease 
tight at this point.” Mot tcue from a Vampiric standpoint but suitable enough a truth for a 
fumarnt 


How then shall the Liting Vampire reduce and cemobe the Logs of the lifeforce be gathers? 


First is emotion. Jn particular the emotions which involve tuocrp, depeession and pessimism ace 
those tbhich quickly drain off the lifeforce. Go indulge in melancholy is a lasp though popular 
habit among humans. Whe counter to this is to celax and abandon futures twbich map neber come 
bp focusing upon the present and eternal moment. Action taken to deal with legitimate concerns 
is also a successful counter to the emotions that drain life. Also unpopular, taking action 
tequices analpsis of the troubling peoblem, planning of the solution and then the courage to take 
the action required to end the problem. 


ALL of these techniques are aided by means of inculcating true willpower, the detelopment of the 
will, twbich is a future aspect of the @uter Teaching called The Beidentification Process. Some 
of the execcises of this teaching toill Lead to this development of toilL 


But, in essence, wocrp toll spill the cup of life before either you or the Ancient @nes map drink 
at it Cut it out of pour Life note! 


Second is lack of mertous control. Ohis is cevealed bp wasted, automatic motions such as the 
tapping of fingers, the wiggling of toes, and endless, purposeless motion of the tongue. The 
fidgeting of the iccitable, necbous, restless human is draining out the lifeforce and utterly 
preventing its accumulation. 


Just as it is mecessarp to seize control of useless, draining emotions it is also bital to acquice 
self-control ober nerbous, restlessness of the boup. Whether pou are mobing fingers oc buttocks, 
tapping, squirming oc cocking, cubbing pour chin or ttoitdling pour thumbs - STOP! Simply 
stop. At this moment. And the next. And the next. Jn such a manner are veto habits formed. 


Merbous control extends to more than mecelp fidgeting, hotnever. Rapid speech, talking too fast 
or too much, also toll drain off the energy stores. Begin nom to slow pour speech deliberately. 
Make ebecp word count. Bo not be anxious to fill in the entptp space of silence tofen tnith 
another person. Breathe and relax. Speak with intention and control, Consider the examples of 
TAinston Chucchill, Franklin Roosevelt, Bouglas MacArthur, and if pou had the pleasure to 
heac him, Disraeli 


Then pou speak slotoly and cleaclp, pou are permitting pour breathing to support pour tocds 
and pou are also going to find that othecs twill be affected far more bp that you sap. The liar, 
the sneak thief. the cotard till feel the pressures of bis fears and speak rapitlp and 
bceathlesslp. Thus, om unconscious Levels, all humans sense that the capita speaker is 
unttustworthp and probably fining something. The calm speaker is associated ith 


self-assucance, confidence and honesty. Thus tehen pou speak moce slowly, humans will trust 
pou and beliebe pou. 


This is also the begining of sorcecp. 


In addition, the attitude of expressing chconic ircitability feeds atway the lifeforce. Going through 
pour dap with "a chip on pour shoulder” is nothing moce oc Less that carrying a set of 
self-defeating beliefs trith pou. Bt is repeating to pourself, "“Everpthing always goes tocong for 
me" oc "J just can't win", for example. This is the equibalent of a self-curge. Whe so-called 
humorous statements of "SHlucphp's Law" onlp cause an exacerbation of this weakness. 


bile it is true that mortal man is doomed to die and die again the second death, even such as 
these can enjop the moment of life spread before them and cast aside the momentacp obstacle to 
that enjopment. @at, dcink and te mecrp for tomorrom pou CHILL die is an improvement ovec 
the old quote. Bumtoc Lends perspective to each moment of life that might othertwise drain alway 
the lifeforce. 


Finally, haste makes waste. Ao more huccping, crushing or told cunning to “catch up". first 
of all, most humans simply are too lazp to plan ahead to be reabp in advance for barioug ebents 
in their lites. Obhep do not stop and consider preparation time, trabel time, and fail to allow for 
tandem factors tohich can cause additional delays. Thus they ace consistently cushing and 
consistently Late. 


Slot Bown And Plan Ahead. 


Bou habe chosen to enter into the hope of immortal life. Det the concept of etecnitp alter pour 
bietopoint. Again, turn to the uncoccupteb predators of the animal orld for direction. The cat, 
tohether domestic Housecat oc African Savannah lion, moves with dignity and grace. TWHithout 
teason to act, be rests. Teith purpose to mote, he mobes efficiently, smoothly and with economp 
of motion. Sf it is the moment to Leap, to cun to pounce, fis movement is stoift and directed to 
the purpose of filling. 


Bou do not see such a magnificent beast chewing gum, bobbing its head, wiggling nerbously with 
no ceason to do so. A Lion twill not twocrp but act Even in captivity there the unnatucal 
enbiconment causes the creature to pace fis confined quarters, watch him move smocthly, turning 
at the end of fis walk with an elegance of motion that is a thing of beautp in itself. 


And there do we see nervous, neurotic movements but in the domesticated animals penned and 
broken. The slovenly, crude stumbling of cattle, the frenetic twbirlwinds of pucposeless energy 
fromt small, inbced pet dogs, the racing quick actions of the tiny mouse stuctping to his hole - 
these ace the signs of creatures lacking self-tmocth and inner control. Ohese ace the prep. 


Bou wish to be a Predator. Therefore, begin mot to think, feel and mabe as a predator mobes. 
All herd humans respect and ace programmed to obep the predator human. Bou habe numerous 
contempocary figures ta obgerbe to verity these truths. IBoes the church leader, national Leader, oc 
armed forces general speak capidlp or slowly? Woes the drug dealer, supermarket cashier, oc 


rush hour (!) commuter ebidence calm ceserve oc nervous irritability? Tbich group is obeped? 
Which group is powerless? Wihich group da pou belong to? 


Hece, mow, is an execcise to establish icon twill, to feel the flowy and dissemination of the lifeforce 
theough pour bodp and to seal the astral from Losing life essence. 


Bead Stillness 
Sitting Still 


THith pour back unsupported, sit erect, shoulders back, pelbis tipped foctward, head balanced 
directly above the spinal column gaze directly ahead at some object, preferably the second hand of 
a clock. Bo not move. Become like a statue. We ag soliv as a cock and, like a cock, be totally 
motionless. €berp muscle, ebecp pact of pour bodp shall be still. Begin twith ten seconds the 
first bap and then abd 10 seconds each and everp dap until pou are still for 90 seconds. 


Standing Still 


Stand erect but do mot lock pour knees. Place pour arms cuched before pou as if pou tere 
cacrping a bartel with pour palms toward pour chest at the Lebel of pour solar plexus. The 
hands must not touch each other but cemain a fraction of an inch apart. Begin, as with Sitting 
Still with ten seconds and build daily to 90 seconds. 


As pou perform the exercises of Bead Stillness each dap pou will discoher that it twill Lead 
quickly to a sense of perfect calm and self-control. Then, tohen pou ace in a situation tobich 
arouses ittitahility within pou, hold still! The effect of pour training will immediately replace the 
upset toith calm. Also tobile performing these exercises notice the surge of energy flowing 
through the bobp as the liteforee penetrates deeply. Soon you twill feel this nem potmer growing 
within pou. 


Also it is common for the breathing to slow and seentinglp stop as pou pectect this pomer stance. 
Further, in a darkened place pou can see the glow and energy sparks of the Lifeforre between 
pour fingertips and ebentuallp producing a bluish glo ober all exposed skin surtaces. 


The essence of all these new habits and these two poterful exercises is that pour mind should 
always be calm. othing hencetocth will disturb, icritate or oberlp excite pou. Where till be no 
wasted motion on anp Lebel in pour experience. GALL toill Lead to a perfectly calm todp and mind 
charged within bp tremendous energy to be offered up in magical ritual ag a perfect sactifice to 
the Gndead Gods. 


Choose now, this very moment, to be in control and pou are. 


Ge will be watching. 


Extending The Astral 


Pampitien, the taking of the Lifeforce, can be achieved bp touch, bp sight, bp contagion and bp 
mind alone. Let us noto explore Vampirism bp sight. 


The ceality of the Wampice draining off human bitality with no moce than a penetrating glance is 
knot on beep Levels ag real tp all humans. This is the source of the worldwide and 
crogs-cultucal fear of "the bil €pe" oc Mal’ occhio. "Che eve is the tindow of the soul” and bp 
means of the Vampiric technique te shall not explore, you twill Leacn hoto the soul can be draton 
out through that window and absorbed ag energy for life. : 


The Shurpu Kishpu states: "The Blood is the Lite.” (It is algo interesting to note the 
reflection of this ancient quote in the Judeo-Christian Bible in the Book of Beuteronamp 12:23 
"for the blood is the life"). The "Blood" is, of course, the astral body. Jn essence, pou ace 
your astral bobp tehich inhabits and enlivens the physical bodp. Physical death is nothing more 
nor less than the pecmanent twithbrateal of the astral from the physical, at twhich point the 
physical rapidly decays into lesser elements and compounds. 


hen using touch-Vampicism, the technique of drawing out the Lifetocre by physical touch, it 
must be remembered that it is not the phpsical touch tobich matters. Rather, the act of making 
physical contact with a bictim also entails the Pampire's astral bobp penetrating the bictint' s 
astral bodp. As pou map recall, the astral bodp tends to be sometubat larger than the phpsical 
(depending upon a tacietp of factors not pertinent to this discussion) and toben pou phpsicallp 
contact a bictint then there is an oberlap of the tmo astral bodies through twhich the Lifefocce can 
flow. There are higher AApsteries concecning the bacietp of cefinements and augmentations 
available for this ant each category of Vampicism, howeber these ace withheld for the Priesthood 
alone. 


The Vampirism of sight requires a shift in pour understanding of ceality. our astral boop 
acts and moves and shapes itself in accoch ‘with pour twill and pour limiting beliefs. This 
pacticular discussion shall open the door ta a tuiter tmorld in tobich the possibility of mobing 
crube phpsical matter bp intention alone as toell as the classic Pampicic power of shapeshitting 
will increasingly become a truth tor pou. Quite frankly, each step along the path to achieving the 
Vampicic Condition is a step into greater truths concerning tealitp and, from the perspective of 
the candidate, a transformation of cealitp itselt. 


Go take the lifeforce requires a penetration of the bictim's asteal bp the Vampire's astral. There 
must be contact, penetration, mecger, union. Jn other words, there must be mo space between the 
tig, 


he greatest barrier to permitting the Vampire to extend his astral to connect with the victim is 
the baccier of the Bamtpice's belief in space. In truth, space is a non-existent illusion. When 
the illusion of space is banished in the belief spstem of the Vampire, even temporarily, then 
othertuise “impossible” ebents become commonplace.  Knotoledge of events transpicing at a 
distance (clairvopance) becomes understandable if thece is no space separating the perceiver from 
the perceited. Ul normal physical movement of matter tequires phpsical contact. When pou 


4 grasp a wineglass bp its stem thece is the possibility of pour moving it because there is no space 

_ bettween pour fingers and the glass stem. @nce the contact is mabe and pou knoto it, then it is 
possible to exert effort to mabe that glass. @nce Space is banished betwixt yourself and a place 
of interest, then it is possible to gain knotoledge of what is transpicing there. 


The tep, however, is dependent upon altering the beliet spstemt Long enough to encompass a ret 
telationship to exist between the Vampire and the distant place, the trineglass or the victim. This 


4. relationship is one that excludes a belief in the cealitp of space. 


The primal senses of touch, smell and taste bring us into divect contact with the object of our 
interest. Between the twineglass stem and pour grasping fingers there is no gap, no Space. 
Gnlp sight and hearing deceite us inte believing that thece lies a tacuum betwixt tebat we perceibe 
and our organ of pecception. 


Bet thece is another wap to bold this perception. Jn the human languages "sight" implies 
altaps the concept of the seer and the seen. Ute commonly hear someone sap "J see the object" 
E  tobich on deeper, unconscious letels actuallp means "J, ober here, gee the object, ober there, 
~ through the space of the aic between ug." 


Consider instead the facts of sight as thep are, apart from these distorting, self-bypnotising 
‘nocd-descriptions. Light giten off oc reflected front the surface of some object enters the eve, 
passing through the lens, touching the cetina. Jn other words, that pou see is light and the 
light is touching pour eve. Remember that anpthing which is touching lacks space. Wherefore, 
there is no space betmeen pou and anpthing pou see! 


As pou gaze upon this page pou cetain the iusion that there ig space bettneen you and the page 
Pou ace seeing. Where is not! Bou ace not actually Seving this page, anpway. first pou ace 
onlp seeing the light rejecten bp this page! bis is true of all that pou see. Bau bo not directip 
See the morld as it is, tut pou see only that the tmorld rejects! (Jn tact the worl is quite 
different from the tap it appears). 


Returning to this page, hotweber, pou onlp can see it because the Light which carcied the image is 
touching pour epes. Jf pou close pout epes foc a moment, this touch is interrupted and pou see 
nothing. Sight is the action of touching light and the organ of this action is pour epe.

Begin to think of seeing in this active, tathec than passibe manner. Cease just noticing pour 
bision of the world around pou and begin to practice constant awareness of how you are touching 
the world pou see with pour eves. 


Gs pou debelop this different perspective, pou twill begin to notice how pou feel connected to 
whatever pou ser. A tactile form of seeing till begin to Grote in pour experience. Bou twill 
incteasinglp feel the space around pou ag pou can feel pour clothing on pour body. And, in fact, 
the lusorp nature of space twill become incteasingly understood bp pou as an experience. 


Pampirism bp sight celies upon pour first debeloping this shift in pour perception of pour tisual 
taorld. Gnee pou get the feel for it, it is then incceasinglp simple to bisuallp touch a bictim. Jn 
spatial terms, pou habe learned holm to extend a filament or tentacle of pour astral to reach out 
and contact the victim. Ta pou it requires the shift to spaceless-sight. Oo the victim it ig all the 
same. 


GHith such contact there is simultaneous penetration. Whe action of drawing in tequires the same 
manipulation of the breath, twhile breaking contact is achieved bp so simple a mobe ag breaking 
POUT gaze. 


For the Vampice using Vampirism by sight, the cange of the bunt becomes no more or less 
than the scan of his bision. TBbat he Sees he can touch for seeing is touching. Jn all of this, 
distance ig pucelp ilusocp. Che limit of beliefs causes the unconscious actions of the astral to 
be restrained oc released and it is as easy to drain lifeforce from a fuman sighted thcough a 
telescope a mile away as it is to take from one beld tightly in one's arms.

(Augmented) 


When practicing boty Hitting Still and Standing Still nom also remote the illusion of space 
fcom the object pou gase upon Feel the object and cemember that pou are touching that object. 


The Eve Gt The Bragon 


Experiment algo with the exercise of cobecing one epe and cemobing space from an object oc scene 
before pou. This is an important execcise.

Seising the Astral 
( dente) 


GB habe explored Yampicism bp Touch and bp Sight in earlier works, Row let us tucn our 
attention to Bampicism bp Spmpathetic Contact. 


Gs pou map cemember, Vampirigm relies upon astral contact such that the lifefocce map be 
drat from the bictint into the Vampire. In Touch Vampirism the physical contact ensures 
astcal contact since tohen too physical bodies touch their somewhat Larger astral forms ace 
alteabp interpenetrating. Jn Sight Vampicism the Vampire extends a filament of bis astral boop 
out to the victim, along tohich the litefocce is drain. 


Sympathetic Vampirism celies upon the continuous tweb of astral contact binding all physical 
entities. Qt all times and in all places the astral body is "sticking" to the objects pou contact. 
Giben you touch this page, a filament of your astral continues to connect pou after pour physical 
hand is twithdcaton. Time does Little to disturb these connections. When pou consider ho many 
items pou touch in a single bap, and holo there are subtle lines of enecgp connecting pou to each 
of them, pou can begin to see hot pou ace sucrounded bp a web of astral threads, This web of 
life has been tnotum by manp names ober the long fistories of humankind. "Whe Web of 
@Wprd” was an ancient Celtic name; so too was "Che Akasha" as it tas described in the ancient 
Cast Indian Vedas. The manp metaphors tor the spinning of the teb of fate were also dratun 
from this astral cealitp. 


The more contacts with anp one object, the moce astral thread connections that twill result, The 
more connections present, the stronger the astral connection. Bence, those items handled and 
worn bp the human on a daily basis hate the stronoest connections tobile single casual contacts 
are the weakest. fatored jewelep torn often and for manp pears, such as teedbding rings, 
tucistwatches, epeglasses, ete. habe potectul astral connections to the tuearer. Stronger still ace 
those physical elements of the bodp itself, such as nail parings, hair, stoeat, blood, etc, since these 
ace interconnected from twithin the astral tiodp and are saturated tith astral connections. Degg 
powerful bodilp excretions are physical substances onlp processed through the bodp such as 
bomitus and urine, gince onlp a feto hours before, these mere exterior to the bodp ag food or 
water. Gsuallp those items tbich pass through the digestive tract, tubich is, after all, only a 
tube theough the bodp, habe fewer connections than substances tubich pass out through the skin. 


Eo utilize Sympathetic Vampicism, the Vampire must make astral contact with the item of 
spmpathy. This can be easily accomplished bp mecelp touching or holding the item as, for 
example, in holding a start belonging to the bictim. Babing already mastered Touch Vampirism 
ani Sight Vampirism, the Vampire will usually quickly bdiscoher that there is that same 
“tingling” feeling that occurs then a bictim is at hand. This is the stage of penetration. 
Finally, the same Inward Beeath is taken to drat the litefocce from the victim along the astral 
theeabs, through the itent of spmpatthp and into the Vampire's astral bodp. Bceaking contact is 
clear cut in that the Vampire need onlp physically release the itemt i question by, sap, dropping 
the scart. The act of letting go of the phpsical item is a very clear unconscious signal for the 
breaking of astral contact go that the liteforce does not flow back again to the human.

| Bistance is iccelebant. As the Vampire should habe learned in developing Sight Vampicism, 


| space is berp much an illusion from the astral perspective. Bt ig onlp from the more common 


human pecspective that we speak of astral threads forming a web through space. Jn actuality, on 
the astral the connections are totallp compressed ag if one were taking a spidec's teh and then 
squeezing it into a small, dimensionless ball Whus, there is no delap in the ceception of the 
lifeforce tubether the bictint ig in the next coom oc om the other sive of the planet. Any such 
delaps in reception of the Litefocce ace simply an indication that the Vampire has not pet made the 
connection astrallp. 


In Sympathetic Vampirism twe can see the multitude of magical formulas used throughout all 
the centuries and in ebecp cultuce to this dap. The Voodun practitioner twill gleefully seise the 
nail parings of is intended bictim tith the game intentions as the Siberian shaman. he 
ancient human magical practice of physical blood sacrificial magic cose from this game concept. 
Physical blood is extremely twell connected to the astral bodp and thus an excellent bebicle for 
drawing the Liteforce or divesting astral thoughtiocms back to the tictim. Thus the human 
magician commonly turns to blood as a means for obercoming fis lack of debelopment in magical 
peactice. Jn other words, the Vampice understands exactlp that he is doing and holm he is doing 
it. By the cegular, usually daily practice of Pampicism, the Vampire becomes incceasinalp 
capable of working tith the most subtle ant tenuous astral connections to take the Lifeforce trom 
his victims. Consequently, he does not need intensely polverful connectibe agents, such as blood, 
to accomplish fis ends. The human magician, working blindly from within a mase of 
superstitions beliefs and taboos, must relp upon the most potverful means to hopetullp achieve bis 
ends. The human often uses a sledgehammec then a gentle touch from his finger should habe 
sutficed. 


Bere, again, we must cepeat our warning: 


Gnder no circumstance does the Temple abdbocate the taking of life in the 
performance of Vampirism nor in any of Gur Sacred Rites. Anp such action/s 
will result in permanent and icrebocable expulsion from the Demple and the 
tepotting of anp saith acts/s to the appropriate lam enforcement authotities, 


Killing is not onlp unnecessary, but would, at this time, be im apposition ta the intentions of the 
Gnbead Gods Whom we serbe. Wo not incur the Wirath of the Undead! The Apocalypse 
comes tohen all toll be cleansed! 


Eommonly in the Human performance of magic, we see the same elements of Yampirism but 
lacking true insight or sophistication. Whe human magician till take the nail parings and bind 
them into a wax figure hoping that somebotn the figuce is linked magically to the bictim. Then 
as the magician bribes pins inte the figure, he expects the bictint to be Wenticallp harmed! Be 
does mot unberstand that the astral connection between those nail parings and his bictim permit 
astral communication onlp! He does not understand that, if he knew the secret, he could bran 
lifeforce aap from his victim eben unto death! Be does not understand that i€ he onlp anets the 
mechanics, fe could also project astral effects as well, such as obsessive emotions or intentions. 
These techniques and secrets are hel? as Mysteries for the Inner Temple, tut the astute 
Bampice should alreadp tegin to understand the fundamental principles involved.

(Second Augmentation) 


d , BWiheneber practicing Sitting Still or Standing Still deop the ULlusion of time. Stop comparing 
the timeless present moment ta any other. Simplp "be" in the present moment of eternity. 


The accomplishment of this exercise requires that pou stop doing something mentally. Bet there 
fe no Wlusion regarding the fact that the inference of time requires an active mental effoct to 
achieve. The sitting meditations of Ch'an (Zen), the Whecaedic Buddhist mindfulness 
meditations, amd the bows of ascetic magicians from time immemorial tere greatly concerned twith 
‘nabling the practitioner to drop the mental habit of assuming that there is a flot of time, that

Explore this carefully amd recognize the potwer of connection outsive of the ilugecy bounds of 
time.

Again, the cemoval of space is a recognition that space ig a concept pou create, usually on a 
preconscious Lebel, Closing one epe helps to reduce the perception of depth, tending to “flatten out" 
the visual picture.

is the outer form of an Inner pstecp of the Priesthood. sor one who can grasp in full this 
truth, there is immoctalitp already! 


The Use of Reason in Vampirism 


"D exalt mp rational mind and hold no belief that is in defiance of reason." 
- Ube Vampire Creed 


ny think, therefore J am BANGERCUS!" 
- on a button at a Vampire Conclave 


Di all begins tith reason. 


APost people, the herd of humanity, usually trp tecp hacd not to think. They aboid this 
unpleasant task twheneber possible. hep choose jobs that require little or no creativitp and 
diligently struggle to make a coutine out of their eberpbap tasks ag quicklp ag possible to spare 
themselves the discomfort of artibe thought. Then thep go home, thep flip on the television set 
so they can passibelp tuatch the local and intecnational gossip called the "news." Gpon occasion, 
thep till go out om the town bp sitting numblp in front of am even largec screen at the cinema. 
Gt course alechol and other brugs are heabilp celiet upon to blané out the mind with more direct, 
chemical control. 


So the avecage human goes through bis life attempting to shielt himself from those situations 
that might cequice the mental effort of independent thought. Entire multi-million dollar industries 
exist solelp to distract and accupp his mind bp means of “entectainment™ and drugs. 


Wiby is this 30? Gihp does the average human so diligently aboid the use of hig mind? @ne 
tobining politician after another rises tegularlp to Demand to knots tubp modern education is such 
a failuce, whp our schools grabuate illiterate idiots tubo can neither balance a checkbook nor 
complete a simple fob application. Bet in cage after case, tuben teachers tuthin the school spstem 
Strike to instruct students in critical thinking ant applied Logic, these rebels are quickly throten 
out of theic teaching positions inte the street! What is it that is so dangerous about encouraging 
the indisdual to think? 


CAbp ace we being drobmed in tae after wate of attempts to fill cur minds with garbage? Be 
tectain about this fact. Chere JS a vested interest by Those Wibo would have the masses kept 
stupid, drugged and “entertained.” Cnlike the mob of Rome, who tere kept from idleness due to 
fea of that thep might a0 to the culing class otherwise, tobap's mob is kept unthinking mot out 
of fear but as part of the enslavement process. The masses ace passitelp entertained, a situation 
for thich they pap deaclp. The payment is not merely made in dollars Lost to the entertainment 
industry, but in lost lites that mere meber libed. Ghe hours of mindless aboidance of thought 
Stretch inte daps, weeks, months, pears until finally the pouthtul person with bright dceams is 
left tucecked on the back shores of a tasted Life, "illuminated" bp a cathode rap tube. 


In today's world pou habe onlp one cleat choice: to thim& oc not to think: to control or be 
controlled. 


f Ube Vampice is one who thinks and controls. The Vampice knows that drugs are for slaves, 
#. ‘whether the drug in question is superstitious religion, spectator sports, the entertainment industry, 
oc the mote usual chemical drugs. Whe Vampire recognises the necessitp for the masses to be 
and cemain dDeugged. Geihile be would never soil his on hands with this curse, the Pampice 
understands twhp the masses are being beld in check bp mind-numbing drugs. The ruled might 
othectwise rebel and upset the natural order of things. Controlling power depends, to a large 
extent, upon the masses of humans being and remaining enslaved through their otan ignorance. 


Thinking is an act of choice, a volitional act. Bt requires effort to think and thinking skills are 
onlp improved with practice. 


There are theee Hurdles to be obercome hefore being able to choose to think im any given situation. 
Ube first hurdle is simply that thinking JS difficule Jt uses energy. Jn any giben situation it 
is always easier for the inditibual to say, "@h, that's too hard to think about right now.” Gr, 
"J' m too tired even to begin to think about this.” 


The problem, of course, is holo easily the habit of continuing to put off the choice to think 
becomes established. Procrastination becomes the rule, and mot merelp temtpocacy procrastination 
but pecmanent procrastination. Ube tragedp for the indiddual tripped up bp this first hurdle is 
that it is usually a life-long habit bp the age of eight and is fully supported bp a society of 
slaves too all agree that thinking is a boring, arduous and usually futile waste of time. Thep 
ace told in telebision soap operas and mews documentaries, bp their school teachers and in the 
comic strips that reagon is impotent in a twocld that exists beyond their comprehension. They ace 
told to gibe up amd get along as best thep can, accepting tubateber Little scraps of pleasure ace 
passed out for their consumption bp the mass media that cules their eberp thought 


Bet for those tho refuse the addiction of the manp drugs of society there is a curious retoard. 
Zp not passibely flowing with the entectainment industry and bp not entecing the chemical 
anesthesia of recreational pharmaceuticals, the Damwpice diseobers he now has both the time and 
energy to choose to think. Instead of six hours of flickecing tribia on the telebision, the new 
PYampice can take the time to think about such questions as, "U@lhat is impoctant to me in Life?", 
"Sm J doing what J enjop doing?", and "How can J impeove mp twap of life”. The mew 
Pampire can contemplate other issues of no small impoctance such as, "Ghat, if anpthina, dbo J 
veallp ote to humans in terms of mp time and monep?", “3Boes it make sense for me to stap 
tohere J am?”, "How much longer d0 J want to continue if things don't change and how can J 
make them change?”. 


Thus the Vampice, free of the addiction of societal drugs performs the most dangerous of all 
acts: he thinks. 


The second major hurdle to the choice to think inbolnes second-hand thinking. fHlost of the sheep 
obo ace furans meter think about anpthing on their ohm. They believe what others sap. The 
slabes attend their chucches and are told, "Wo not think. Believe!”. Of course, tuhat they are to 
believe is tobat thep are being told. 


The common man believes what authoritp figures tell him. Be listens to testimonials for 
deodorants from basketball players and accepts as truth anpthing enough of bis friends agree to 


a 

be true. Dt the Pope oc the cuccent Christian telebangelist saps it is go, it's so, Gnp fool tho 
might be tell-knoton oc physically neacbp is considered a celiable expect. Then a teccarist 
Seizes a hostage, the netos media interbiews the hostage's family. The emotionally traumatizen 
fife twill commonly stare into the glassp epe of the television camera and mouth the same 
inanities time and again, as the media pumps her for expertise she obbiouslp cannot pave. The 
reasoning? Jf it is ber husband tebe is in danger, she will somehow knots something. Being a 
bictim makes the victim an expect in bis ota tpes as tell ag in the eves of others, despite actual 
knotoledge. 


Smoplicit in this view is the single sentence that destcops the pride and self-esteem of all toho 
uttec it, eben im jest. What Hidden, usually unspoken question that declares that man's soul is 
dead and his character cuined is, "Cho am J to knotu2". "@lbo am J to know?" puts others’ 
observations abote one's own. "Who am J to frown?" ig implicit in the acceptance of false 
authority oc expertise. "@ibo am J to know?" murders the human soul. 


The answer to this question is the clarion call of our religion. The answer to this confession of 
personal failuce ant mindless putretaction is the shining anthem of the Pampiric Essence, The 
answer is, "Bou are the onlp one tube must knot!" 


To &now is the purpose of reason. To &noty, you must kno Knowledge does not consist of 
learning conclusions out of tationallp understanding all of the steps of Logical reasoning that Led 
to that conclusion. To be given a conclusion and told that this is "Anotoledae" is to be told to 
babe faith. Faith is not knowledge. In fact, faith is the apposite of knotuledge, Remember that 
faith if Geliebing something to te true tuithout anp ebidence to bo a and often in defiance of the 
facts of cealitp. 


The Vampire questions everpthing. The Vampire doubts all. He holds doubt as the supreme 
test of &notoledge and this is because doubt ig necessary before &notoledge can be attained. 


The thicd major obstacle in the choice to think oc not to think ig emotion. THe are not speaking 
bere of just anp emotion, hoteber. We ace telecting ta that specifically uncomfoctable emotion 
that can arise that will cause the person to stop thinking. J call this the "mind-brake.” 


Let's suppose that while reading these twords something is written bere twhich causes an 
uncomfortable feeling in the reader. 


This mind-brake stops the thinking that was going on because the ideas become threatening. 
Most people never consciously recognize that thep ace applying the mind-trake and this alone 
Ceolains tmp in so many cases people will not hear most of tbat twas just told to them. 
College professors habe an old saying, "Cell them that pou twill tell them: Tell them; When tell 


them that pou told then." TGlith conscious entities such tactics ace selbom necessary. THith the 
drugged masses, however, tho seldom think about anything, it is always necessacyp. 
Recently J went to one of the larger furniture stores in mp acea and purchased for cash an 
expensibe reclining armchair. Whe salesman tas not rushed and carefully torote up the order, 
took mp monep, handed me the receipt and then informed-me of the date of delivery. Two daps 
‘yw following the promised date of deliverp the torong chair was delivered. Dt twas the tocong color, 
* the torong stple, the trong shape. J retucned to the store, confronted the salesman and 
discovered he had toritten doton not onlp the wrong order number for the chair J purchased, but 
eben tocote dDotun the wrong description. THhen J asked him toby, he explained, "everpone makes 
mistakes." 


That was a lie. first someone has to be present to make the mistake. J don't know tubo it 
teas tubo torote up the ocber for my chair, but it wasn't the salesman. De wasn't there at the 
time. He was sometwhere else, Dcugged out of his mind, out of reason, out of simple awareness. 
Js this go diffecent from pour oton experiences with most humans? Instead of results, thep give 
excuses, lame excuses. Ohe manager of the store explained the delap in mp delivery by stating 
that there had been a holiday the meek before. J asked him, "CWHasx this national holitay an 
unexpected surprise for pou? Basn't this holivap occurred ebecp pear for the last two hundred 
pears? ZB pou forget that the holivay toould come again this pear? Gr did pou schedule 
deliveries while pou were sitting at home watching television on that holiday?" 


Again, like the salesman, the manager wasn't there. Be could give a crude excuse and, hecause 
the humans he would mocmallp talk to used the same excuse, the excuse would "make sense" to 
them. Since the masses ace also simply teping just to "get bp" in this world and bdo as little 
conscious twork requiring thought, reason and attention ax possible, thep understand such excuses. 
Thep believe in such excuses. They live by such excuses. They algo die due to the cesults of 
Such excuses. 


The Vampire, on the other hand, krotus that to be present, to be in mental focus, to te atware of 
the facts of cealitp and to use reason to identify and categorise those facts in a logical fashion 
cesults in cetmard. Whe Vampire knots it is mot onlp easier, it is smmensely easier to do the job 
tight the first time. Gn ounce of planning is worth a pound of cure" could be carted above the 
gates of the Wenple. 


The Vampire knows that twhile it takes effort to choose to think, it is far more expensive not to 
pap that peice in terms of human suffecing amd the value of the life fe leads. The Vampire 
talues doubt as the touchstone of reason. Be is aware of that others say and then asks himself 
tubp be should accept those assertions. Ube Vampire demands cational proofs and cejects faith 
ag a dead-end to a dead mind. The Vampire has the courage and will to choose to think and 
consider ideas that map make fim feel uncomfortable go as to learn the truth. Truth is the 
knowledge of the facts of cealitp. OUhe Vampire cespects reason as the onlp balib guide to such 
knotoledge. 


CHhat is reason? Bow can we use reason? Are there limits to the use of reason? 


Rot long ago J ceceibed a letter from a person twho claimed be was a Vampire and asked me the 
following question. De tocote, "J cam agree toith pour Wemple's teas about reason being 


important go te don't delude oucselbes, but oto can pou claim that reason is the only twap tne 
can know things? C€herpbodp &notos that there ace bigher mystical insights into truth. Why dbo 
pou ignore these?” 


J ignoce these “mpstical insights" tecause thep ace not insights.  Thep ace delusions. 
“€berpbodp" does rot know this. In tact, no one cam known this. 


Throughout human history thece have always teen mystics who proclaim that they bate an exalted 
means to &notledge. God or another supernatural channel, thep claim, hands to them direct 
insight into the facts of reality. Cnlike other, less worthy human beings, the mpstics habe 
assected that thep need not make the effort required to ibentify the facts of cealitp and tategorize 
them according to the rigors of logic to discover the truth. 0, these would-be “superior beings" 
claim that reason is only a mundane and tather cumbersome method compared to the divine potver 
of “instant knowing” that the mpstic claims to habe achiebed. 


Bere of course we see the real motibation bebind the confused mumbling and loud cabing of the 
mystics. hep don't want to make the mecessacp effort that thinking cequires. Whep want Gov 
oc Jesus or meditation to hand them the results of the effort thep ave untwilling to make. They 
tant the Bible oc the Horan oc LSB ta give them the fullp-digested essence of the tcuth. Jn 
shott, thep tant a parental supernatural potver to bo theic work for them. 


Since there is no such power their pucsuit of a “higher” means to bnotwledge through mysticism 
is total delusion. 


Reason ig the non-contcabdictocy ientification of the facts of reality and is the onlp balid means 
to acquiring &notoledge. 


There are several words bere of bital impoctance in understanding this definition. The most 
important tword to define ig Rnotuledge. 


Mystics and theic fellom trabelers d0 not like works to be precisely defined. Thep lite in a 
mushy uniberse. Thep do not accept the ebiberce of their senses that a thing is tobat it is, what 
Aristotle called the Lato of Jbentitp. No, the mystics instead believe that anpthing can become 
anything else and that nothing is sepacate from anpthing. Thep lite in a murky uniberse in 
which entity is unceliable, ever-changing and am illusion. In short, thep lite im the world of the 
bepchotic. 


& pspchotic does not distinguish between entities. To the pspchotic, a tall map dissolve into an 
automobile and then a nurse and then a monster. @ pspchotic cannot trust the universe of fis 
experience and has "Learned" through fis hallucinations that nothing remains certain and anpthing 
can be and act like anything else. 


Chis is tohp we Lock up pspehotics in mental institutions. Thep cannot be trusted not to harm 
themselves oc others since thep mo longer can distinguish between themselbes and anpthing else. 
Tt is morse than the blindness which afflicts the physical epes alone. Jt is tar worse than 
deafness where the physical hearing is impaired. Jt is total distortion. 


Dt ig this retreat from reality which leads to the world of the psychotic. Knotvledge is the single 
element in the tworld that stands between the psychosis of blind mysticism and objective 
knowledge. 


THhat is knowledge? Knowledge is experience balibated bp means of reason. Reason cequices 
Mor-contradictorpy fentification. Validation tequices agreement among conscious entities, 


In the Vampicic metaphysics evecpthing is real. Ll experience, thether mental, emotional or 
sensocp (in the nocmal use of that tword) is real. Dowever, not all experience is objectite. 


Bt F have a dream of being in Pew Bork City and J wake up and tell pou about it, you do 
not habe fnotolebge of my dream. GHbp? What if I'm lying and J did not habe a dream at 
all? Gnless pou can validate tobat I'm telling pou, pou do not hate Avotuledage of mp dream. 
Bou onlp know about mp assertion. 
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Furthermore, mp dream ig not knowledge for me either. It only J experienced it, and J cannot 
habe anyone else experience it to balidate it, then it is not &notuledge. Bt is a ceal experience J 
habe fad. Bet it is not knowledge. To knot something is to balidate it toith other conscious 
erttities. 


AWE ge 


Bnotledge cequices agreement, balidation hettween conscious entities. Experience does not. 
€xamine the vital importance of the difference between these timo items! 


DE pou treat simple experience as &notuledge, hots do pou knot pou are cight? Bow do pou 
know twhether pour experience is a distortion of reality, as then a person is trying to dribe a car 
tabile drunk? How do pou know if pour experience isn't a complete hallucination, as with the 
psychotic Locked in fis padded cell? Bow do pou know that pour experience isn't being interpreted 
according to am erter in pour perception, as then a cardboard box first appears te be a dead 
animal on the road as pou approach it tobile driting a car? 


Knowledge cequices not mece experience but validation that does not comtrabict the facts of reality. 
Ron-contradiction is an implicit part of reason in that ceason is the non-tontradictocp 
ihentification of the facts of reality. 


THbat does “non-contrabictorp" mean? Jt simplp means that tue exist in a uniberse composed of 
experiences that can be ibentifiecx. Jt means that a tree is a tree and not a playground moc a 
human being noc an asteroid. Jventification is wecessacp oc there ig no possibility tor either 
teason or &notoledge. 


Motice that J dd not gap that experience teas impossible tithout entity. Tolwever it is totally 
impossible to gnow ffat pou are experiencing unless pou cam identify itl Pechaps J might be 
dribing along at might and it's foggy and caining and J am habing difficulty seeing tohere J am 
Oriting. Gp ahead J perceibe something bright. J can't make out its shape. J can see that it 
is a twhite light. Wherefore, J habe alreadp ientified a “thite light Lacking a defirite shape.” J 
am petceiting something that is identified. 


ht OS acta 
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SApstics commonly talk about the ineffability of their "higher &notwletge." This simply means 
that thep sap their experience is something that cannot be put into words. They do not sap that 
thep bope someday to be able to describe this experience. 20, thep simply gap it can’t be 
described although they claim to &nots twbat it is. 


Co twhich the Vampire asks, "Bow?" 
How do pou know that pou habe hab an experience if you can't eben begin to describe it? 


At which point the mpstic till commonly trp to explain that some things simply can't be put inte 
words. Chey will poetically compare theic mpstical insight to describing a rainbow to a blind 
Iman. 


However we can describe a rainbow to a blind man. Zt's easy. All te need ig to explain the 
idea of the phpsics of refracted sunlight. DE the blind man does not understand that sunlight is, 
te need to go to a more fundamental Level to describe the nature of rabiation. €ventually, if any 
communication is possible tith our Hppothetical blind man, toe will fins the necesgarp elements of 
bis expecience that twill enable him to build up an understanding and therefore a &notuledge of 
rainbotos. 


Bou see, the mystic does not mean that pou can't explain that a rainhot ig to a blind man. 
The mystic is trping to sap that pou can habe fnotoledge of Something onlp if pou directly 
expecience it! In other words, if pou don't see the rainbow pourselt, vou cannot have knowledge 
of it. 


To which the Vampire smiles and saps, "@b, really?" 


For the mpstic to be correct you twould be unable to knot about anything pou haven't personally 
and bicectlp experienced pourselt. Chat mould mean pou couldn't knot about Baris unless pou 
went there. Bou couldn't knot about death unless pou fad already died. THorse pet, pou 
couldn't even know about énatuedge itselé unless pou alceabp gre about it! 


Sbbiously this is ridiculous and demonstrates the intellectual bankruptcy of the mpstical position. 


es, thece are remarkable and fastinating states of consciousness that can be achieted and are 
commonly emploped ty the Vampire. Bet alteced states of consciousness are not effortless 
guides ta knotuledae. They can sometimes otfer experience and information but these must 
almaps be tested against the touchstone of objectibe reality. hese experiences must not contradict 
the facts of cealitp, must not defy ceagon. 


Jn any situation there two facts are in contradiction, at least one of them must be trong. Dhis 
is a fundamental prem i i i 


The mystic twants to be freed from this uniberse of limitations. Whe mystic wants to be able to 
bo anpthing with anpthing. The result of taking this pspchotic biew of this is onlp contusion 
built on delusion. he Vampire works to master the control of bis world. He knows that 
delusion is the instrument of the mastec and the chain of the slave. Ohe Vampire will impose 
delusion but mot accept it. - 


Mystics have traditionally tried ta attack these ideas bp either attempting to probe that reason 
isn't celiable ot that cealitp isn't objective. be first instance, in which ceagon ig attacked, 
altwaps relies uport reason to probe that reason isn't reasonable! Think about that. 


For example, the mpstic might sap, "Cell, pour mind cannot comprehend infinity and therefore 
thece ace at least some things that reason cannot understand." Ghat he just said twas that it 
pou cannot personally experience the concept “intirity" (since am infinite entity is a comtcabdiction in 
tecms), then it is reasonable to assume that reason is defective! In othec words, ceason 
bisprobes reason! 


All concepts ultimately habe their roots in the sengocp umiterse. Che concept of invisible x-raps 
decites from ebibence of their presence on x-rap films that are perceited bp the eve. Pon-phpsical 
abstractions, such as morality, are derived from obsecbable actions of human beings. €berp 
thought that we can kno about bas its ovigin somewhere in physical experience. 


Gn important hep to the use of reason is to recognise that there is a hierarchical structure to 
ibeas. @ tuord is not simplp plucked out of thin air. A toord's meaning is based upon and 
depends upon the steps bp twhich it tas abstracted fcom phpsical reality. Wherefore it carmot 
make sense to attack an idea bp using that idea oc bp any idea that decibes its meaning from 
that idea. Psychologist Mathaniel Branden referred to this eccoc im thinking as the "fallacy of 
the stolen concept." Take for example the abstraction "color." The chain to sensory reality goes 
from "sensation" to "Light" to specific colors such as "red" oc "pellote” or "green" to the toider 
abstraction “color.” Df pou were going to attempt to probe that the coloc “red” didn't exist but 
pou accepted that “color” existed, pou would te guilty of using the fallacy of the stolen concept. 
Bou attentpted to "steal" the higher idea “coloc" to disprove the existence of the undeclping idea of 
"red." In another context, this would be similar to trying to probe that pour parents netec had 
sex! Since pou ace bere, obviously pour parents must habe bad sex from tobich act pou are the 
regulting product. 


Bet the mystics habe attempted for thousands of pears to disprobe reason by means of ceasom. 
The Vampire sees through such subtectuge and realises that reason is the only means to 
&nowledge available to fuman beings. Ft is all or nothing. Cither reason is reliable oc it isn't. 
Dt it isn't fullp trustworthy, then anpthing is possible and nothing can be Learned. Clocks can 
gite milk and pour house can tucn into a colo. 


But there ts mo escape. Reagon is reliable. Reality is celiable. Wihat is, is. Upon this 
fundamental truth is built the basis for the technology of magic.

Whep could feel admiration for the willpower of the heroic soldier toho faced impossible 
odds risking eberpthing to defeat his enemies, They could recognise the execcige of GALL in the 
inbentoc tho would never gibe up until he had succeeded in solbing the problem ot the electric 
light bulb or potwered flight.

Hot bo thep know twhat it is thep Lack? What is this heroic quality called the Tail? Cahp da 
so fety demonstrate its presence and go many fnoto thep lack it? 


Aliltpotwer is the abilitp to choose to bo something despite the obstacles standing in pour tap, 
Think of it in this tuay- 


YOUR DESIRES ——-> OBSTACLES ——> FULFILLMENT 


First pou habe a desire. Bou desire some goal, some destination, some retard to be achieved. 
But lucking before pou, between pou and pour desice, ace obstacles, blocks, problems. 


In problem-solving it is almaps useful to determine tobether the problem is actually a problem or 
not, since sometimes our per 


stop! otweber, let us suppose 
that pou see that the obstacles are teal, not ercors in perception. ow tohat? 


There are then only to other possibilities. Bou either deal iith the obstacles ant surmount 
thent or pou fail. Most humans fail. Most humans expect thep till alteaps fail. Chey gibe up 
the moment thep even consider a goal because thep seldom, if eber, habe obercome oc solbed anp 
major important problems in theic Llibes. Thep hope that Gad or the gobermment oc fAommy or 
Paddy toll cescue them and take care of getting them what thep desire. 
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The Vampice acts differently. Brice the goal has been determined, the Vampire works to 
ibentifp the obstacles in the path. Then he beats them. he either uses solutions for similar 
problems he has solved in the past, oc tackles the problems with neto methods that may habe 
worked for others or that he debises on his tuon, 

©, J almost forgot to explain thy most humans neber eben tcp to achieve their goals. 
The following clacification of our process of achieving goals twill help make this cleacec: 


YOUR DESIRES ----- > PAIN OR WORK -----> FULFILLMENT 


The Vampire, because he understands and develops his CHILL, goes abead through the 
tequisite pain oc effort to achieve his goals. The average Human till not. Rote that it is "will 
not" and not “cannot. 

This pain can take manp forms. Jt could he the pain of feeling Lonelp in orber to achieve 
the goal of dumping an old friend tubs bas become an iccitation. Jt could be the pain of not 
enjoping a delicious food in order to achiebe the goal of losing excess weight. St might be the 
pain of hating to put up with stcess instead of smoking a cigatette in ocber to achieve the goal of 


quitting smoking. 


Un everp goal desired there is some price to be paid to achieve it. 

Just recently J had the pleasure of having a conversation with a psychologist friend of 
mine. Be was discussing some of his patients' problems with me to gain an understanding of 
the Pampicic perspective. At one point be commented upon the extreme problems of patients he 
had tebho were the “adult children of alcoholics". He spmopathised with their “enormous tucden" 


, and explained hom their inability to cope with emotions and some of the simplest social situations 


mabe therapy so difficult. 

5 told him that the Vampicic bien tas simply that thece was no such thing as "an adult 
child of an alcoholic’. 3 explained to hint fou most humans actually enjop being victims and 
that this label, apart from being ridiculous (was the patient and adult oc a chil?) teas totally 
self-defeating. Qbhe patient has mentified with the "problem". further, the problem tag 
unchangeable bp definition. After all, if the patient's patent hab heen an alcoholic, that was that! 

3 further explained how the Bampire builds bis GHill tp first recognising the truth about 
anp situation. Che first truth is that pou are not pour problems. is patients tece dinging to 
the idea that thep were their problems. : 

"The problem is," J said, "that there is no possibility for that person to eber deride to act 
in a different wap. Be is a tictim tp detinition and bictims must, bp natuce, always be 
victimized.” 

Seip triend attenrpted to argue with me bp suggesting that it wag all a matter of earlp 
emotional conditioning. 

"Bou can't believe hot painful it can be for people like that to habe to bide their feelings, 
0 neher know hots someone more potnertul than thep ace twill act trom one moment to the next 
Thep leacn to not trust people noc expect thent to eber tell the truth." 

"So now thep are twell-teained to understand the realities of life," J ceplied. "Slost 
people bo habe to hide their feelings, and bo not know how others taill behabe and soon tecogmise 
that most people do Lie to them in life. 0 tubp is this a problem? Shouldn't these so-called 
bictims be better prepared for the cealities of lite because of their rough upbringing?” 

M8y psychologist friend became quite heated then and demanded to kno tubp, if it teas all 
a matter of GQIL these same victims would, after Leabing home, then macrp equally abusibe 
alcoholics. 


Sly answer was short. "The reason thep cetuen to the same situation ig because then 
thep get to remain tictims and obtain spmpathp and attention from other people, such as pourself. 
Thep do not habe to face the pain of gibing up their excuses for all theic failures in life. Whep 
do not habe to use theic Hill and make anp decisions.” 

This is a dicect application of the fundamental thearp for dentifping and utilising the 
Vampicic TH, the Deientitication Process. Understanding and using this process twill create 
the Bampicic GA and enable pou to overcome anp obstacle to achieve anp goal. Ut is the 
kepstone im the creative edifice of the magician's act and the necessary first step in the creation of 
the truly Bampiric ego. 

J came to unbderstand this Process through pain. In anp situation requiring an 
exttaorbinarp effort to suctibe, there is pain to te obeccome oc the human dies. Jn Specific 
situations of this nature, in circumstances tohen my physical sucvibal celied upon obeccoming the 
pair of cold, of burning fire, of bullet twound, of tort flesh and broken bone, J learned the rato 
truth of the secret of the Bamwpiric GULL. 

Dt is often in war that man becomes Strong and feels trulp alive. @ihp do individuals in 
Peace seek bangecous experiences such ag skpbibing, rockclimbing, and go forth? Ghat is it 
about fating and obeccoming challenges twhich threaten death, beiled or bisible, that attracts the 
bibcant ones tubo take life in big bites? 

Hiilitarp basic training fas remained tasentially unchanged since the daps of Alexander 
the Gceat. The process of converting a feactul mama's bop into an obedient killing machine bas 
not been alteced with modern times. @ boot camp still takes the new reccuit and Strips away his 
former spmbols of personal identity (bis hair, bis clothing, is jewelry, eben his name), and then 
gites fin a net set of spmbolg to create a ne Dentity. The ceccuit is given challenges dailp, 
hourly, twithout twacning. He is expected to gibe up sleep. Be is expected to exceed earlier 
phpsical limits of strength, speed and endurance. Be is expected to fill ot command, to ohep 
twithout hesitation. 

As the ceccuit confronts and obercomes the pain which stants between him and bis mew 
accomplishments, he is execcising and debeloping his THIL Be discovers than he can tolerate 
pain and discomfort, Be discovers that be can surpass his eaclier limitations, overcome them and 
achieve goals. Wittle tondec that for millennia most heroes came from the battlefields, most 
leaters first Led troops. Wittle toonder that tuar pas been a place of testing. 

Wibat makes such transformations of peep inta predators, at least within the militarp life, 
is the Weibentification Process. In shoct, the Weidentitication Process is based upon a single, 
self-ebident principle: 


YOU ARE NOT YOUR EXPERIENCE. 


Cake the paper pou ace reading not. How do pou knots you ace not this papec? J hate asked 
Such questions of men and toomen across this world for pears and receited manp, manp incorrect 
anstwers. 

"Z am not this paper (or other object) because it's ober thece and J'm ober here." 

“and how da pou knot that is true?” 3 till ask. 

"Because J tnotw it!” 

Again J ask how thep know that. 

"Because J am a Human being and not a paper.” 

Again J will ask, "But even if pou ace this thing pou call 'a human being’, hots bo pou 
&now you are not this paper?” 


Gnlp Vampires have ever given me the correct anstwer. 

The tap in twhich pou know pou ace not some other object, whether that object is a paper, 
a pencil, a submarine, oc the planet Jupiter is because of the fact that pou expecience the object 
and tbat that implies. 

. Bou can see this paper. Bou can potentially hear it produce a sound as pou touch it 
Likewise, pou can feel the paper and possibly even smell oc taste it In other twords, pou can 
expetience this paper bp means of pour five senses. 

Bou can ask pourself, “Cho knows about this paper?" and if pou can answer, "J dol”, 
then pou habe just employed the Deidentification Process. In simplest terms, the Beidentification 
Process is this: 


1. Is it possible for me to know about "x"? 
2. If it is possible, then I am not "x". 


Another way to express this ibea ig to state that the observer is not the obsected, the hearer is 
tot the sound, the toucher is not the feeling, oc, moce globallp, the experiencer is not the 
experience. 

Please remember that the Bampiric metaphpsies holds that all experience is real and does 
tot Habe Levels of "realness" for experience. Instead, we do habe theee dimensions by which we 
pteciselp define experience (which is treated in the Mysteries of the Priesthood). Dotwever, please 
note that pou, the experiencer, are not the experience. 

In order to habe Hill to obeccome the pain of the struggle against the obstacles between 
pou and pour goals there is a trick. 30u cease to identify toith the pain. 

Jn the eaclp setenties, research on the outer Limits of human potential was conducted bp 
Br. Elmec Greene at the Menninger Institute in Wopeka, Kansas. One trulp unusual subject, 
an Amecican named Jack Schwarts, repeatedly dvemonsteated an extraordinarp ability to withstand 
pain and contol other bodily functions. e commonly mould take a large &nitting needle and 
thrust it completely through fis upper biceps while ebdencing no discomfort oc tension. When 
asked later how he di it, Schwarts explained that he used a small mental trick. Be toould not 
tegard the acm being punctured as his acm but just as an acm. Thus the pain experienced tas 
not his pain but, simply, pain. : 

Gn all of this J am not implping that the Beidentitication Process removes the experience 
ot pain. Sot at all. The Deidentification Process simply allots pou to find and use the 
Pampicic TH tw not be stopped bp the pain. 

In the Acahemp-atwacd twinning film classic, "Latorence of Acabia", mp fabocite scene 
consists of Latwcence deamatically lighting a match and letting it tucn itself out against bis 
fingers. Another British officer present gabe it a trp and, ag the flame neared bis fingertips, felt 
the sharp pain, deopped the match and demanded to knot of Zaterence tubat “the trick" tas. 

"The trick is,” replied Latucence, “not caring that it fucts.” 

Most people are identified with their experiences. Thep habe mo sense of self separate 
from or superior to the pains and pleasures tohich herd thent, kicking and screaming, tobining, 
begging and complaining, through the corridors of their lites until thep ceach the slaughterhouse 
and, in silence oc screaming, finally expire. 

The Vampire is one toho cealises that the world is almost emptp of people. Te sees 
teeming billions of bodies Lacking souls! Instead of sentient, conscious entities, he sees humanoid 
machines following the drat of pleasure and driven bp the fear of pain: mindless, tweak 
automatons tho proclaim Loubly their "free will” twhile smoking death-dealing cigarettes; 


pre-programmed cobots asserting that theic "divine nature” grants them immortality in a robot 
heaven cun by a robot God. 

Uhe Vampire is one who awakes in the land of the sleeping and is the man who can see 
in the country of the blind. He realises that his WiLL ig both the means and the goal of fis 
existence. Be realizes that most people not only lack the willingness to judge, but lack a Self 
with tohich to d0 the judging? - 

The Deidentification Process permits the Vampice to discover the mystery of that be 
trulp is and ote vitally powerful and important fis true Self is in the cosmic scheme. 

Bom does this discovecp come about? first, the Vampire seizes the essence of the 
Bedentification Process and puts it to use in bis life. De identifies his goals and the obstacles 
to those goals. Qhen, realising that, if be knots tohat needs to be done, he onlp need do it, the 
Vampire takes the actions Necessacp to achieve bis goals. Jt does not matter to bim that it map 
be difficult. He understands that pain is something he can experience and is not something tohich 
he is. Be can “not care" that it hucts. be can do it anptoap, tohatever is required. he can act 
while experiencing the pain! What is the hep to the- Pampicic TOLL and the exercise and 
development, the strengthening of that WEILL 

Suddenly life's problems become challenges. The obstacles to achievement become 
oppocturnities to strengthen the THMl. Lite becomes a special secies of games for the Vampire 
until, finally, the strengthening of the GAUL becomes moce tewarding than the achieventent of any 
other goall Such Vampires pcoduce rather bisacce hehabioc as bietwed bp the human masses. @ 
Vampice of this order might indulge in a sport or martial act not for the peimarp purpose of 
merelp toinning or increasing self-defense skills, but because such an acena permits bim to 
increasingly challenge and empower pis OHILL For example, the todp tmilder might view the 
pain inbolved in cectain cepetitions of Lifting weights as the price to pap ta achiebe the muscle 
grototh fe seeks. The Vampire might, instead, bietw each instant of physical agony ag a 
moment-bp-moment opportunity tor fim to triumph ober pain, therebp strengthening his THA, 
with muscle growth as only a side effect. The boxer might run long distances, cursing the 
discomfoct, realizing it is the necessary price to pap to build the stamina required to win an 
upcoming prizefight. Whe Vampicie boxer might cun eben facthec, pitting the exhaustion be is 
experiencing in bis bodp against the Will which pushes it on, and, ag an afterthought, 
cemembering that it till also better enable him to build the toint needed to better win a prisetight. 

The difference is inbisible but gargantuan. Whe unconscious buman being is stopped bp 
his avotbance of pain in usually futile attempts to achieve difficult goals. he Vampire uses 
goals not only as retards but as opportunities for adversity, to hone anb empower fis THUL Jn 
all this te ace not describing masochism, by the wap. Masochism finds pleasure in pain. The 
masochist enjops the pain. The Vampire is not a masochist. Che Vampire does not enjoy the 
pain. Be uses the pain. Just as a Vampire is a master of pleasure and ig Not mastered bp 
pleasure, so too fe ig a master of pain, and not a slate te it. 

And what comes of this peculiar exploration of power ober pain? (ibat is the final 
purpose of this heroic effort? Make no mistake about it! ALL heroes are those tho find the 
TAL to challenge and follow though to the ultimate limit of theic being the intention to smash 
through pain to achiebe their goals. 

Che ultimate purpose is the tocging of a true ego, the creation of an immoctal Self. 

As with the Vampiric TIL, the Self is both a discovery and a creation. The name given 
to this Self is the Beagon. 

Fiot long into explocing the meaning of the Weidentification Process, most Vampires twill 
ask, "But if J am not anpthing J can experience, that am 32"

Bet, trom the sickness of mystical religion tue find the ultimate 
deprabitp. Therateda Buddhism claims that the Self, the becp experience, ig an Mlusion. Thep 
claim that that tue call the Set€ is the result of an error in Linguistics. They 
that experience and onlp expecience exists twhile the erconeous concept of an " 
tom the spntax of language itself. They heliebe that then a man saps, "J see the snake" this 
Sentence creates the illusion of an "3". Chep clain that tubat is actuallp happening is simply an 
experience of "snakenegs” tuith the alterthought of an "3". Wherabeda Bubdhism believes that 
enlightenment consists of realising that the Self is a delusion tesulting from am erroe in 
thinking. 
The Vampire would simply reply, "So that? DE pou are cight and thece is no Self, hon 
does that help? CGibat is the abbantage?" 
The Buddhist will speak &rotinglp of freedom from pain and frustration. The Vampire 
uses pain to create a strong Self. 
The Buddhist wants to escape trom the world. The Vampire tants to possess it! This

The awakened Bragon consists of the Self tohen consciously reflected bp a@ strong 
Vampiric CHL «The awakened Bragon strides through lite, unafraid of the pains and traps of 
sleeping humanity, The atwakened Dragon was and cemains the supteme goal of all true occult 
actinty tobether painted in the colorful descriptions of the alchemist or the blood-grip struggles of 
a stuocd wartioc in training. 

The image of the Dragon is the oldest conception of the unknotwable chaos which exists 
apart from experience. TIAMAT wag the mother dragon of the great galt sea of chaos for the 
Sumecians. The spmbol of the ocaborus, the snake stuallotwing its otm tail is found upon the 
Most ancient carvings of our inocld. Dhe Sel€ tohich cannot be knoton tut rises in dark shadotng 
in the peesence of a growing Vampicic Till is the Beagon. Bere we find the source of manp 


of the symbols of Yampicism. The Pit of darkness ig that game Dragon and that same Self 
is the Prince of Darkness and the King of the Worly, 
At night we can see 


literallp piboting pour Loner bobp 
bisual perspectibe. 

Bet another example is te sit doton in a chair tubile tealizing that that pou actually gee
